January, 
1907, to October, 1911, there oc- 
curred Im Russia, 283,684 cases of 


the same period, one million and a 
quarter cases Of typhoid fever, or 
more than four cases of typhoid fever 
in the United States for every case of 
cholera in Russia.

Doctors Disagree. 


PPOSING VIEWS 
OF ELK HILLS. 


WITNESSES CAN’T SEE THINGS IN 
THE SAME LIGHT. 


Espee Friends Tell Tales Different 
from Those Supporting Govern- 
ment Claims—Pasadena Oil Comp- 
any President Has Poor Opinion of 
Star for the Prosecution. 


The ancient saw, “when doctors 
disagree who Shall decide,” is being 
exemn d in te®Mtimony by the South- 
ern Pallfic Railroad Company, in gov- 
ernment action seeking to set aside 
Patents to land in the Flk Hills, Kern 
county, on the ground that the 6000 
acres in dispute was mineral in char- 
acter when secured by the railroad. 

For months evidence was taken by 
the government tn support of the con- 
tention that the land had been im- 


properly patented to the railroad com- 


poration had its day in court before 
Special Commissioner Leo Loneley. 


pany and vesterdayv the defendant cor- | 


vears In the McKittrick and Sunset oil | 
fields. 


but they had spent large sums of 
money trying to prove the govern- 
ment’s position, and had been com- 
pelled to quit. 

The important witness of the day 
was E. J. Milev of Pasadena, president 
of the Consolidated States O11 Com- 
pany, and field manager of the Sliver 
Bow Ol! Company, both companies 
having at various times operated tn 
the Kern county oll field. 

Vigorous obiection was made to the 
introduction of Miley’s evidence, as op- 
erations with which he was conversant 
did not occur in the Elk Hills coun- 
try, althouch it was admitted they 
were In the immediate vicinity. 

The witness was particularly severe 
against W. E. Uhi, one of the covern- 
ment’s star witnesses, who had testi- 
fied to the oj] sand and ol! seepages 
in the Elk Hills. Miley said that while 
operating with the Blodeett and Jew- 
ett forces in the Kern county oll field 
Uh! had “spent money like a drunken 
eallor.”” He did not have a high opin- 
fon of Uhl's ability as an oil expert. 

Miley testified that he had gone to 
the McKittrick field in 1900, had been 
familiar with the story of endeavors 
to develop oil both ther® and in the | 
Elk Hills and Sunset fields, but up to 
the time the land in the Elk Hills had 
been patented to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad he had not heard of any suc- 
cessful exploitation oil in that 
country. 

On cross-examination, when asked 
how the witness accounted for the: 
presence of oll-sand in the Elk Hills, 
Miley gave ft as his opinion that the 
sand had been eroded by the wash of 
the creek along the line of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, coming from 
some point higher up and in no way 
representing the necessary concomit- 
ants. He had seen oil sand and oll 
seepages in a number of places indi- 
cated by Willis N. Mills, special as- 
sistant to Atty.-Gen. Wickersham, but 
fhey were isolated and indicated noth- 
ing to him. 

The witness, asked what he thought 
of the expérience of a number of the 
government's oil expert witnesses, 
said he did not think much of them. 

J. C. Crawford will hereafter be as- 
sociated with Mills In the conduct of 
the case.

GATES BILL TO 
CUT BOTH WAYS 


Anti-Sharper Act Dangerous, 
Says Realty Board. 


Less Drastic Legislation’s to 
Be Attempted. 


Campaign's Already Driving 
Out the Swindlers. 


The Los Angeles Realty Board de- 
clared unanimously yesterday in 
favor of legislation which shall so 
regulate stock-selling corporations 
that investors can be protected 
against fraudulent schemes, but the 
draft of an act to cover the situation 
submitted by Senator Lee C. Gates on 


behalf of the committee was re- 
garded as dangerous because too 
drastic. The committee was asked 


to frame a new measure from which 
the objectionable features will be ab- 
sent, 

The meeting, held at Brink's Cafe, 
was one of the largest this year and 
the members present were very much 
in earnest in their desire to take 
some effective measures against 
doubtful stock-jobbing companies 
which they say are numerous. -Dis- 
cussion of the rough draft ef the 
measure suggested, however, soon 
showed that the task will be more 
dificult than at first appeared, Faulty 
legislation might readily become a 
two-edged sword which would cut 
down legitimate enterprises: while 
striking at illegitimate promotion. 

Gates, who, with Arthur W.. Kin- 
ney, Thomas Bundy and Charlies F 
‘Brien, constituted a committee tr 
frame a hill to be submitted at the 
next session of the Legislature, pre- 
sented a rough draft of an act en 
titled ‘Investment Regulation Act.’ 
Pefore reading it he said that he was 
by no means satisfied with it in it: 
present form and belleved it would 
have to be materifily changed before 
it could be safely adopted. He said, 
however, that it will furnish a basis 
for discussion and bring out practi- 
cal and definite suggestions that

The bill was adapted from the Kan- 
sas “blue sky” law, which puts the 
control of investment companies in 
the hands of the bank commissioner 
and a bill preposed in» Oregon, with 
changes ond adaptations to suit Call- 
fornia needs. Kansas is the only 
Stute operating vuoder such a law, the 


(regon meastire having 
cagry at a recent election. In de- 
scribing the powers and duties of the 
imestment commissioner the 
gested bill closely follows the Cali- 
fornia Bank Act. 


that all firms or corporations (except 
banks, trust companies, real estate 
mortgage companies, building and 
loan companics and such firms and 
corporations as are now under the 
control of the State Railroad Com- 
mission) which shall sell or negotiate 
for the sale of stocks and bonds in 
the State to persons In the State shall 
be known as domestic § investment 
companies and all others as . foreign 
investment companies. 

It provides that all such companies 
shall be under the control of a com- 
missioner to be known as the “Cor- 
poration Commissioner” and shall be 
required to file with him full and de- 
tniled statements of their business 
before selling any stock or bonds, An 
appeal may be taken from the com- 
missioner te the SBupertor or Supreme 


Court upon his refusal to grant a 
charter or license to an investment 
company. 


It provides that the commissioner 
shall have .general supervision and 
control over all corporations enumer- 
ated with full powers of invéstigation 
and qubsequent action. In all cases 
where the status or motives of a com- 
pany appear to be in doubt the com- 
missioner is given power to decide 
ypon his own judement and discre- 
tion. He ts empowered to conduct 
tovestieations as he deems ad- 
vieable and tn the s€me Manner as 
investigations are conducted by the 
Rank Commissioner and the com- 
pany investigated is required to pay 
a stipulated per diem fee. 

The commissioner is further em- 
powered to require a statement and 
proof attached from any company 
whose assets appear insufficient to 
meet its oblieations and if such com- 
pany fails to render such statement 
or if the statement {teelf appears to 
warrant the action, he may suspend 
the company. Such suspended com- 
pany may be restored by application 
to the commissioner and bv comply- 


After reading the suggested meas- 
ure Senator Gates said: “In discussing 
the advisability of legislation on this 
line we must realize that the responsi- 
bility Is heavy. We must be careful 
not to do anything which might throt- 
tle or stifle legitimate enterprises but 
some such action is necessary to check 
the activity of fraudulent promoters

who are not only hurting the care- 
less investor but are getting many 
worthy companies in bad repute. It 


is a drastic measure, perhaps too 
much so, but I believe it can be made 
sufe as well as effective.” 


STRONG OBJECTIONS, 

George N. Black, president of the 
State Kealty Vederation objected 
stroycly to the measure as proposed, 
“We desire to control fraud only 
When fraud exists," he said. “This 
bill would put too much power in the 
hands of one man and would inevit- 
ably check legitimate enterprises. It 
departs too far from the original 
plan and ought to be modified or en- 
tirely changed. 

“Caveat emptor is bound to be a 
ruling factor in all business dealings. 
When we undertake to protect every 
investor We are going too far and 
treading on dangerous ground. The 
buyer must protect himself up to a 
certain point. What I want to see 
accomplished ts an effective meusure 
to stup traudulent companies from 
Operating as soon as the fraud exists, 
but I don’t think we can go so tar 
as to say in advance that any com- 
panies’ intentions are fraudulent be- 
fore, any overt act has becn com- 
mitted.” 

Dr. Peter Janss asked if the law 
could not be framed to protect the 
investor to_a reasonable extent with- 
out creating a commissioner. Ile 
said he was opposed to the commis- 
sion ideg in handling the situation. 

“Such a bill as this would drive out 
capital and put the State back manv 
years,” said Mark Keppel. 
adopted it should be under a differ- 
ent caption and I would suggest ‘An 
Act to Prevent the Investment of 
Capital in California.” Such a meas- 
ure would be dangerous and «© menace 
to many legitimate business enter- 
prises. There must be an opportunity 
for the man with a little nijney to in- 
vest it where it will yield good rv- 
turns and that means in Cnlifornia 
real estate. His only opportunity is 
to buy the stock of uw properly or- 
ganized stuck-selling real estate cor- 
poration. That kind of enterprise 
must be protected just as much us the 
swindler should be checked.’ 

George A. Elder, president of the 
Los Angeles Investment «‘ompany, 
also declared against the sugwestion of 
a commissioner because he considers 
it dangerous. “The Kaneas blue sky 
law wes in operation when I lived in 
that State,” he said. “I know sume- 
thing about it and how worthless it 
ix. [ have even seen a book en- 
titled ‘Seventeen Ways to Beat the 
Kansas Law.’”

the lMle beside his building. Me says 
this was like the call of the Pied Ppi- 
per and rats from far and near learned 
a the retreat and came in swarms 
and droves, and he could look out of 
his dining-room window, only thirty 
feet away, and see them playing hide 
and seek at any time of day.

The Times cautions the men of the Cham- 
ber and otber men of affairs having the good 
of the city at heart. to beware of traps— 
not to be too hasty to support a charter 
movement which may cover up a scheme 
of the city ring to rescue themselves from 
the sumphole of defeat and win by stealth 
after having failed in the open. 

Tie people have expressed their senti- 
ments on the character question. They do 
hot watt a ring charter. They do not want 
a charter emanating from Lissner or Brun- 
dige or Guy Eddie or C. D. Willard. 

Any initiative taken by a member of that 
ring is open to suspicion, and we believe 
the Chamber of Commierce and other civic 
bodies and the level-headed men and wom- 
en of the community will fight shy of it. 

The people want a save character formu- 
lated in &@ rationa] way by clear-minded citt- 
zens—not a charter owing its origin to 
freaks, faddists, doctrinaires or adventurers 
—or revolutionists who cloated as Willard 
did over the villainy of the dynamiters. 


ARIFF PROSPFCTS. 

The tentative plan of Democrats for 
tariff revision is said to be to take up the 
tariff, schedule by schedule, and prepare a 
bill. not with the expectation of enacting it 
into law this winter,’but to make it ready 
for the extra session of Congress that It is 
believed will cofivene April 15, 1913. 

The wool bill wil] provide for a reduc- 
tion of duties on woolen manufactures from 
90 per cent. to 43 per cent. The cotton 
schedule will be cut down from 48 per 
cent. to 27 per cent. The metal ashedule 
will be lowered from 34 per cent. to 22 per 
cent. The chemical schedule will be 
brought to a strict revenue basis. The free- 
list bil} will include agricultural tmple 
ments, fence wire, bagging and ties for 
baling cotton, lumber, lath, shingles, sew- 
ing machines, meats, leather, shoes and 
salt. 

It is probable that no attempt will be 
made to reduce the duty on sugar. The 
cane sugar planters in the Gulf States and 
the beet-sugar farmers of the Middle West 
and Northwest are solid against any med- 
dling with the sugar tariff, and their Sen- 
ators and Representatives with those from 
the Pacific Coast constitute a majority in 
the presé@fit and the incoming Senate. 

Enthusiastic Democrats claim that they 
can so tinker the tariff as to save the peo- 
ple $750,000,000 per annum without reduc- 
ing the revenues more than $8,000,000. This 
doea not seem probable. We shal] not real- 
ly know what influences wil! dominate in 
Democratic councils until after the meetinz 
of the new Congress. It is, however, prob- 
able that the defeat of Taft in consequence 
of the bolting of Roosevelt may defeat the 
protection now enjoyed by our citrus or 
chardists. 


EW YORK REALTY. 

New York City !s largely a town of 
ancient shacks. There are very few vacant 
lots within the city limits, but there are 
tens of thousands of buildings well stricken 
in years. There are 141,486 lots in M:n- 
hbattan and not more than one-third of them 
are covered by modern buildings. It is 
asserted by real estate experts that these 
antiques are more of a detriment than a 
benefit to the ground on which they stand. 
On account of the enormous Inerease in the 
value of land and the decrease in the value 
of buildings there are blocks of buildings 
that, above taxes, insurance and repairs, 
do not pay rentals equivalent to 1 per cent. 
&@ year on the value of the property. 

There are many men still living who 
sixty years ago were accustomed to stop at 
the Stevens house on the corner of Morris 
street and Broadway. Even then it was 
half a century old. The property with its 
adjacent buildings fronts 212 feet on Broad- 
way. The land is assessed by the city at 
$1,465,000 and the buildings at only $65,- 
000. It is flanked by twelve-story skyscrap- 
ers. The Mailers estate, which owns the 
property, will neither sell it nor improve it. 

The Equitable Life Insurance Company 
had a $2,500,000 buliding on land worth 
$14,000,000. The land increased in value 
every year by leaps and bounds, while the 
value of the building decreased. Fortunate- 
ly for both the company and the city a fire 
last January left only the walls standing. 
The company had planned to erect a sixty- 
two-story building (how is that for high.) 
but the project was discouraged by the di- 
rectors partly because of the great cost and 
partly because of recent legislation which 
affected the real estate holdings of insur- 
ance companies. 

The property bas been sold to a company 
organized by Dupont, the Delaware pow- 
der manufacturer. They paid $13,500,000 
for it and will erect thereon a thirty-six- 
story building to cost $14,500,000. New 
Yorkers who take a just pride in the height 
of their skyscrapers regret the abandon- 
ment of the sixty-two-etory plan. But etill 
thirty-six stories {s fairly well up in the 
world. 

New Yorkers are slow to tear down build. 
ings which are a hundred years behind the 
age, but they are gradually doing so. East 
New York is the last to discard the old 
and welcome the new.

VALUE OF THE AGITATOR. 

An amusing incident has occurred at 
a meeting of the Welsh Miners’ Federation 
in England when a resolution was carried 
by a-large majority reducing the salaries 


of the “agents”—that ts, the walking dele- . 


gates and agitators—from $20 to $15 a week. 
Tt was argued that $20 was a great deal 
more than the average miner earned and 
that it was certainly a great deal too much 
to pay a man “who never took his coat off.” 
Further, that the agitators made so much 
money on the side that they really ought 
not to be paid out of union funds at all! 

It was a staggering blow to the gentle- 
men who have been flattering themselves 
that the miners could have naught but un- 
dying gratitude for the strikes they so re- 
cently engineered. 

“We should not think of working for less 
than four pounds a week,” declared the 
spokesman for the “agents,” “and we shall 
strike if the resolution is carried out.” 
“All right, strike.” was the disconcerting re- 
sponse uttered from a hundred voices, and 
the last we heard there were half a dozen 


vacant jobs for fine healthy labor agitators | 


at fifteen per. Thus were their own weap- 
ons turned on themeelves. 


Tt is hard that the agitator’s own argu- | 


ment should be turned against him like this. 
For years he has been insisting that the 
brain should not receive a cent more re- 


muneration than the muscle, that organiza- . 
tion and planning, ideas and generalship, | 


enterprise and foresight were no whit mote 


valuable than manual labor. In fact, he | 


has had naught but scorn for the “trust 
magnate who never soiled bis hands or 
took his coat off in honest labor,” and now 
be finds himself rudely dumped under the 
same heading. 

Which, of course, is equally horrid for 
the agitator and the trust magnate.

ACROSS THE SEA. 


Selecting British Jurors. 
(Washington Star:} No man may serve 
on a jury in England if he lives in a house 
with lees than fifteen windows. Nor is any- 


| one eligible for jury duty in England who 


pays less than $100 or $150 rent a year, ac- 
cording to the county in which he resides. 


To serve on a special jury, moreover, one 


must be an “esquire” or person of higher 
degree than the common or garden juror— 
namely, a banker, merchant or a house- 
holder occupying a private dwelling place 
assessed at not less than $500 in a town of 
not fewer than 20,000 inhabitants, or $250 
elsewhere. 

And whereas the special juror ts paid $5 
per case, the ordinary juror gets only 8 
shilling, or about a quarter of a dollar. 
The window gualification, by the way, ig a 
relic of the old days when windows were 
taxed and the number a man could afford 
was an indication of his means. 

This strange anomaly in a country where 
justice is, on the whole, so well adminis 
tered, of measuring a man’s intelligence 
by his rent roll or by his tax receipts, is 
brought to mind by the extraordinary care 
taken in choosing the jurors for the Becker 
trial in New York. 

Oll for British Navy. 

{Manchester Guardian:} Those in close 
touch with the British Admiralty report a 
marked speeding-up of activity {n connec- 
tidén with the adoption of oll fuel. Tenders 
have been taken for an oll] tanker of nearly 
9000 tons dead weight and 430 feet in 
length, to be fitted with two-stroke Diesel 
engines, and contracts have been placed for 
two other tankers, one to be built at Devon- 
port and the other at Barrow, the capacity 
of each to be about 1000 tons. Even more 
noteworthy is the proposed adoption of 
Diesel oil engines for auxiliary purposes. 
In connection with electric lighting, for in- 
stance, Diesel engines up to-100-horse-power 
are to be almost exclusively employed in 
the new warships. Then there is to be a 
marked increase in the number and size of 
the motor boats carried. To supply the 
motive power for all these new vessels a 
considerably larger supply of fuel oil will 
be required, and for this supply the Admi- 
ralty is drawing largely on the Scottish 
mineral oi] companies. Recently orders 
gregating some 200,000 tons were given to 
the four principal refining companies in 
proportion to their ovtput. The price paid 
ia approximately 2%d (4%c) per gallon, 
which is undoubtedly qvite a satisfactory 
one, in view of the fact that the Admiralty 
will take delivery of the of! as it is offered 
and pay cash for it. This oil is delivered 
for the most part at Granton, Grangemouth, 
and the new depot in the neighborhood of 
Rosyth. There are reports of further im- 
portant developments on the east coast of 
Scotland in connection with the storage of 
oil fuel for the Admiralty. 


The Kaiser as a Sportsman. 

The Kaiser has now been a sportsman 
for just forty years, or since Le was a boy 
of 13, and during this period. according to 
figures just issued, more than 70,900 pieces 
of game of all kinds, including a whale, 
have fallen to his unerring aim. This is 
the more remarkable since His Majesty has 
always been just as mvch of a one-armed 
man as Lord Nelson became, and has no 
power in his bridle hand. He shoots with 
a special] pattern of gun and rifle, which he 
carries with him everywhere. But the 
strength of one arm has been absorbed by 
the other, and a cordial handkhake from 
him is like the grasp of a vise. 


An Aerial Postoffice. 
It bas been proposed by the German post- 
Office to institute an aerial post between 


, Germany and Denmark, to insure a quicker 


mail service than is possible during the 
winter months. The freezing of the Baltic 
renders the oversea service an imposs!bil- 
ity, and long delays are occasioned in the 
delivery of letters owing to the circuitous 
route which has to be followed. 

Zeppelin ships would, according to the 
proposal, be requisitioned for the service,

A NEW CENSOR COMES. 


Dr. Frank Harris, with quite a list of ex 
editorial suffixes to bis name. has arrived 
in New York and is going to set us right 
as to our literary judgments, Mr. Harris 
says—but stop, let us see who Frank Har- 
ris is first. The foreign edition of “Who's 
Who” tells us that Mr. Harris is exeditor 
of Vanity Fair, the Fortnightly and the 
Saturday Review. He was. and still Is, the 
editor of the Candid Friend, of which he 
was the founder. He was educated, he says 
(the biography its his own,) at American 
and German universities, but he does not 
specify. He hds written five books and 
two plays. He has specialized on Shakes- 


peare. He thus summarizes bis recrea- 
tions: “A lover of books and men, who 
takes ure in the past by traveling 


and in the present by dreaming.” But this 
does not do Mr. justice. He tells us 
further, in his first burst of confidence on 
landing : — 

“T have been a lawyer In America, a jour- 
nalist in England, and a hotel-keeper in 
France. Thore are the lowest stages of 
existence possible, respectively, In the three 
countries named.” 

The attention of the Bar Association wi!’ 
doubtless be drawn to Mr. Harris's asper- 
sion of the profession. This aspersion is 
quite Fra Elbertian, only the long-haired 
prophet of East Avfora says that doctors 
and clergymen are still further down in 
the abysmal depths of professional dis 
grace. The doctor is a butcher and the 
clergyman “a parasite who lives on tips.” 

After getting the proper lighting effects 
Mr. Harris becan his monologue. We ap- 
pend a few elegant extracts. It must be 
admitted that Mr. Harris. while he is se- 
vere on us and ovr literary lights, deals out 
his judgments with impartiality on his na- 
tive land and its writers. Mr. Harris caught 
the attention of his audience with his first 
remark about the law and lawyers in Amer- 
lea, which we have already quoted. His 
next comment was not a whit behind his 
first In audacity :— 

“Mark Twain ig one of the poorest speci- 
mens of the man of letters to be found any- 
where. 

“Longfellow goes along with Mark 
Twain.” 

No details are given or reasons adduced. 


Tt fs a strange verdict to come from & 
Shakespearean student, remar¥s the Phila- 
delphia Telegraph. The Bard of Avon was 
above all things else full of the humanities, 
as Mr. Harris's own books about bim bear 
ample testimony. No two standard Amer- 
ican authors whom Mr. Harris could have 
picked out are closer to the common heart 
of humanity in this and other Engtish-speak- 
ing lands than Mark Twain and Longfel- 
low. Mark Twain revresents the native 
shrewdness of our philosophy, and Long- 
fellow celebrates the commonplace emo- 
tions of democracy. Both are conspicuous 
for their characteristic Americag flavor, and 
both are satrrated with qualities that make 
the same appeal to the mind and heart of 
the average reader as the myriad-minded 
Shakespeare. 

But there is some be)m in Gilead for us. 
We have one, albeit the last, In the “six 
best selling platers” in the great English 
Literary Derby. 
with the first flight of British writers, is an 
“also ran.” Mr. Harris places the names 
in this order:— 

William Shakespeare. 

Francis Bacon. 

William Biske. 

Robert Rrowring. 

Charles Darwin. 

R. Waldo Emerson. 

Mr. Harris seeks to make atonement for 
Emerson’s porition by saving that he fs 
“the uncrowned king of American letters.” 
We should perhaps be duly grateful that 
Emerson gets in at the end, and that Amer. 
ican letters are allowed to begin where 
England leaves off. But we bee to contend 
that while we may leave Pmersen in the 
nuiet possession of the laurels which Mr. 
Farris places upon bis serene brow, yet 
Emerson fs not. in our jodement; tn the 
class of elther Mark Twain or Lo 
as a characteristic American man of let- 
ters. Emerson may be more cosmopolitan, 


> byt that fact only makes him less Amer- 


ican in the very sense in which Mr. Harris 
uses the word. 


Having disposed of three Americans, Mr. 
Harris brings up three British authors to 
the bar of judgment and quickly and de- 
cisively disnoses of them. 

“Kipling is a genius who really stopped 
his outrut at 14. He has done nothing wor- 
thy tn his late work.” 

Of bis predecessor in the art of risualiz- 
ing America from a car window he says: 

“Arnold Benvett is an able man enoveh, 
but how could any man attemrt to deacribe 
New York after a four dave’ visit? For the 
reset he is making $59.000 a vear.” 

The audaciovs. iconoclastic Irishman is 
thus dismissed with a wave of the hand: 

“George Rernard Shew ie an abler man 
than any Cabinet Minister within my rec- 
ollection.” 

Flsewhere he calla Shaw a “fSournalist.” 
Remembering Mr. Harris's opinion of Rrit- 
ish fournalism as the woret porsthle of the 
professions, Mr. Shaw will doubtless feel 
highly honored.

Unusual cases In medicine were re- 
lated at the final sessions of the forty- 
seventh regular semi-annual meeting 
ef the Southern California Medical 
Society, concluded at the Alexandria 
last night. 
Dr. William I. Snow of Sgcramento 
read a paper on “The New National 
Life Insurance Act of England As a4 
Public Health Measure.” He advo- 
cated similar acts in California and 
the United States.

NO “PLUMBING COMMISSION” FUR 
LOS ANGELES. 

Council Leg Committee De- 
cides It Will Not Lend Itself to Any 


Bight separate times attempts have 
been made by union-labor organiza- 
tions or their representatives to in- 
duce the City Council to pass an or- 
ec ng a “Plumbing Com- 
mission’’——ostengibly to be of service 
to the sanitation of the city, but, as 
has been clearly indicated by this 
persistency, as well as the general 
provisions of the proposed ordinance, 
really for the purpose of bolstering 
up the cause of the union plumbers 
by hampering non-union men in se- 
curing contracts or obtaining certifi- 
cates permitting them to work on 
plumbing jobs. 

The final struggle was made by the 
unions and their representatives yes- 
terday, but the proposed ordinance 
died a decisive death in the hands of 
the tion Committee. 

Lewis R. Works appeared at- 
torney for the unions, urging the fec- 
Oruamendation of the ordinance fer 
passage. He declared that he was 
willing that the provisions should be 
modified so that the vested rights of 
plumbing concerns that have been . 
business for two years would be safe- 
guarded, but in the arguments that 
ensued on the provisions admitted 
that the purpose of it was to limit 
the number of workmen and that this 
num ought to be limited, as this 
was a question of sanitation and 
should be subjected to strict super- 


City Plumbing Inspector, a journey- 
man plumber who had served a regu- 
lar apprenticeship, and a master 
plumber, ~vho had been in the busi- 
ness tm this city for at least five 


years. 

. Before this board, “which would be 
appointed by the Mayor, would have 
to appear «jl plumbers, masters and 
Sourneymen, and take examinations.

B. A. Finch, president of the Trade 
Schools, and E. F. Fortner, a fore- 
man tn these schools, appeared to op- 
pose the ordinance, and pointed o:t 
how it could readily be used to pre- 
vent non-union men working at their 
trade tn Los Angeles, and the possi- 
bilities of at least two members of 
the proposed commission being union 
men who would be glad to pursue 
such a policy. 

Ceunciimen Andrews and Reed 
each took the position that the in- 
terests of the city ought to be safe- 
guarded through the activities of the 
“ity Plumbing Inspector, and that 
they would not be parties to any plan 
that would prevent free and untram- 
meled laborers from working at their 
legitimate business. Reed moved that
